Imperinl Shifts for Money and Popular
Distreas—Deprecintion of the Ourrency
and Fears of a National Bankruptey.

Vizuna, Aug. 27.—Debt Is pressing heavily on
the lund, One sees it at every turn, on every
side, in each new decree, In the accumulation
of vile Government lotterles, in the deteriora-
tion of its paper, inthe eales of railroads, of
forests, of minee; of telegraph lines even,

ment Wotrs are corippledfor wautl of funds, pri-
vate indusiry is sluck through the sluggish cir-
culstion of a seml-worthless currency, manu-
factures of every sort are either stopped entirely
or working ot quarter rales, roads evem are
neglected merely for the wantol the where-
withal to earry on the repuirs,

e, the netional debt of Austria Is far
smaller than that of the United States, and the
reminm on silver of the former country is far
ow that placed on gold i1h the latter; but
then herefwe lack that strong, determined
executive will which makes profitof difficulties,
income ont of debt, prosperity out of trouble;

Paper money of every denoniination, under
the most spurious imaginable guarantee, or
with pone whatever, s the ourrency of the
land, and if what I learn at a late hour be true,
the tlready gigantic smount in the marketis to
be incrensed by o further jzsue of Government
bonds—a paper the ouly security for which s
the delay of »_ navional bankruptey—an event,
by-the-way, which is by some persons thought
not so yery improbable,

THE GERMAN PARLIAMENT.

A telegram trom Berlin dated on the 10th of
September reporta:—The North German Par-
hament was opened to-day b{ the King of
Prussia, who delivered the following speech
from the throne:—

Tllos noble, and bonorable gentlemen
of the liament of the North German Con-
federation:~At the close of the first Parllament
of the North German Oonfederation I was abie
to uﬁ‘eﬂ my confidence that the popular repre.
settatives of the Federal SBtates would not
refuse thelr constitutipoal recognition of that
which the Parliament bas created in unlson
with the different Governments, It affords me

reat gatisfaction to find that I was not decelved
fn that confidence, -

The Constitution of the North German Con-
federation hag, 1n & constitutional manner, be-
come & Mw in wall the Federnl Siates. The
Federal Conucll has entered upon Its funotions,
and today I herewith, with joyiul confidence,
bid weleome in my name, and In the name of
my illostzions allfes, to the drst Parllament
assembled on the basis of the Federal Conatitu-
tion. Immediately after the promulgation of
the Federal Constitution an 1mportant step was
tuken towards regulating the national relatious
of the Confederation with the Stales of Bouth
Germany., The Germasn sentimoents of the allied
governments have created for the Zollvercin a
new baels correspondiug with the altered clr-
cumstances, snd @ treaty coucluded on the
account and approved by the Pederal Coun-
o\l will be lald betore you,

he budget of (he Confederation will form &
prominent subject for your deliberation. The
caretul limitation of the espenditure of absolule
roquirement will permit of nearly three-quariers
of It belng defrayed by the Confederstions’

THE OHIVO CAMPAIGN.

CiNoINNATI, Sept. 21.—About ons thousand
peérsons assembled Lhls evening in the Court
streel markel space to hear Senstor Ben Wade,
Mr. Eggleston occupled the attention of the

‘sudience till the arrival of Mr, Wade, who

spoke substantinlly as follows:—

Though ruu:r much used up from his exertions on
behiall of the Republican party, he was still anxious
to make apother eflort in advooscy of Lhe great caose
he so long snd ardently espoused.

He atinched himaelt to the Republionn pnriy becnuse
1t helped 10 bulla u? the laborer, and he wished to
impresa on Lile Irish friends the faot that Lthey had
alligd themselves W Lhelr il,gllucnl enemies, Il
own lden was Lo rescue labor from the enntempt
and hardship to which It was sobjected, buat
his older Irish co-laborers were advernoe to that
becnnse they falled in n{‘mrlu for laborers of Afri-
can descent, Ile thought kthe Republloan !JNI.’ the
purest and greéntest that ever existed, but it they do
nol coptinue in thelr course of righleousness, the
Almighty. who has been supporiling them ap tothis
time, will very noon desertthem.

fers of numerous Pollah families, who are ex-
pected shortly to migrate, Twelve huoondred
emigrants are confidently expected the coming
season., A number, already arrived in Spott-
sylvavia have commenced farming and cultlvat-
ing the lands,

e next Legislature, with a wise foresight to
the future intereste of the State, will probably
approprinte such suma 1n aid ol the enterprise
as ils importance demands. The Individual
contributions have reacbed a considerable sum,
und the reception of the emigrants alread
arrived have inspired its projectors with cont-
dence as to the success of the undertuking.
Many neglected catates, lald waste by the war
and continued in their desolation by the want
of suitable labor, will doubtless be restorad to
thelr former fraitfuloess and industry and fru-
gullty usurp the place of indolence and mis-
management. The citizens of the Biate look
with interest upon this great movement, und
expect to reap great benefiv from this influx of
ttrangers from abroad.
